Many overseas Chinese left China to escape the autocratic rule of the reactionary 
KMT urn? ;r Chlang Kai-shek.

The main duties of the overseas Chinese toward the establishment of a 
republican government in China may be briefly summarized ae follows? 


1. They must invest their capital in the reconstruction of a new China. — 

All overseas Chinese not only have an opportunity to gain great profits, but also 
can contribute greatly toward the industrialization of an agricultural China by 
investing their capital in the reconstruction of a new China, The economic policy 
o the new democratic government, moreover > not only guarantees full protection but 
encourages private ownership of industry and commerce. 


2. They must refrain from merging their capital with those of the bureau- 
crats, ~ A large amount of bureaucratic capital Is now finding its way abroad 
ttofl menacing theory rietenc® of the overseas Chinese. Every precaution must be 
tajeen to prevent cooperation with the bureaucrats, and all overseas Chinese must 
try to prevent bureaucratic capital from f lowing into their areas * 


_ must train technicians to participate in the reconstruction of China. 

Generally, the overseas Chinese are now living in countries where scientific 
methods are employed in the production of goods and construction. Needless to 
B “? lled technicians and spec ia.Uets are sorely needed in China. They must 
train themselves and return to Chiiux to participate in the reconstruction of a new 
China. 
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
